The Romulus Community Schools 
Board of Education members and Dis- 
trict employees were pleased by the out- 
come of the Tuesday, September 20 





election, which decided the fate of a 
school enhancement millage proposal. 

Romulus voters supported, by a 
margin of 795 "yes" votes to 547 "no" 
votes (unofficial totals), a proposal that 
effectively lowered homeowners' prop- 
erty taxes by two mills for three years, 
while raising area businesses’ taxes by 
three mills for the same time period. 

Because the law requires that the 
word "increase" be part of the proposal 
wording, Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
William Bedell knew that it would be 
difficult to explain to voters that support- 
ing the measure would resUlt in a tax 
reduction, even though the ballot lan- 
guage spoke only of an increase. 

"Our thanks go to the voters who 
took time to listen to our explanation and 
then believed that a ‘yes’ vote really 
meant a reduction in their school taxes,” 
Bedell stated. 

Board of Education Treasurer Judy 
Gondek agreedwith the Superintendent's 
remarks: "| am very pleased that the 
people had faith in us and decided that it 
was the best thing to do,” she said. 


The proposal had created a great 
deal of interest Statewide. In fact, anum- 
ber of school districts and newspapers 
have contacted Bedell to discuss this 
particular proposal. 

"Like the members of our board of 
education,” explained Bedell, "many 
people are interested in giving tax relief 
to the property owners. Proposal A now 
allows school districts that have a good 
industrial taxbase to take advantage of 
this part of the law." 

Bedellalso expressed his great plea- 
sure that the School District's lawsuit 
against the City of Romulus appears to 
be settled. 

The suit, which the District filed in 


order to receive what it considered a fair - 


portion of the City’s TIFA (Tax Increment 
Finance Authority) funds, was initially 
filed back in July of 1993. State law 
allows a city to capture all tax dollars 
from an identified TIFA area to build 
infrastructure for industrial and commer- 
cial development. 

The exact dollar amount that the 
District will realize from the settlement is

not yet Known, but it is believed that it will 
be in the vicinity of $500,000. 

"It's good to have the lawsuit re- 
solved," Bedell stated. "We are looking 
forward to a new era of cooperation with 
the City." 0 





Local Citizens Express Concern About ZBA

Several Romulus residents are con- 
cerned that "local politics” may be lead- 
ing some City Councilmento tamper with 
a long-established process for selecting 
members of the City's boards and com- 
missions. | 

"We believe that some Councilmen 
may be trying to control who will be 
chosen to sit on the ZBA in order to 
further the City's ongoing efforts to pre- 
vent EDS from operating its already con- 
Structed injection well,” said Dolores 
Witzgall, who has attended recent ZBA 


(Zoning Boardof Appeals) and City Coun- - 


cil meetings. "By ignoring an appoint- 
ment procedure of long precedent, they 
may be trying to rig the outcome of next 
month's meeting between EDS.and the 
ZBA.” . 
The procedure to which Witzgall re- 
ferred was established many years ago, 
when City Council voted to create a 
three-member Appointment Advisory 
Committee (AAC) whose duty was to 
review applications from people wishing 
to serve on the various City committees 
and, by a majority vote, recommend to 
Council those candidates believed to be 
best qualified to serve the City. Accord- 
ing to Councilman Ellis Pennington, the 
AAC was established in an attempt to 
eliminate the problems that Council had 
previously experienced when trying to 
address the nomination process itself. 





Councilman Pennington 


"Having the Council be responsible 
for the nomination of candidates as well 
as their approval was too messy and 
complicated," said Pennington. "Each 
Councilman would come to the meeting 
with his own candidate in mind. Because 
it was rare for all Council members to be 
acquainted with the qualifications of each 
of the candidates, a /ot of discussion 
would be involved, and a real tussle 
would sometimes occur before we were 
able to settle on a final choice." 

Pennington added that, since the 
AAC's creation, there has not been a 





Councilman Raspberry 
single instance where City Council did 
not follow the Committee's recommen- 
dations in appointing board or commis- 
sion members. Councilman Jimmie C. 
Raspberry confirmed Councilman Pen- 
nington's assertion. 

"Council had good reasons for es- 
tablishing a nomination procedure that 
would limit the influence of ‘politics’ in 
committee selection and insure that the 
appointees will serve the City's overall 
best interests," said Raspberry. "For that 


reason, the procedure has always been 
followed in the past.” 





Selection Process 


But the City Council meeting of Sep- 
tember 12, 1994, marked the first devia- 
tion from this long-established prece- 
dent. At that time, Councilman Randy 
Gear — the brand-new chairman of the 
current AAC, which includes members 
Pennington and Raspberry — suggested 
that Council ignore the long practice of 
accepting the AAC's recommendation in 
toto and, instead, make two ZBA ap- 
pointments on an individual basis. After 
some debate concerning the propriety of 
such action, the Council voted to return 
the matter to the AAC for further study. 

When contacted, Gear had no com- 
ment on his reasons for breaking with 
established procedure, and also declined 
to discuss whom he would support for 
the two appointments and why, saying 
only that he didn't want to influence any- 
one else's decision. : 

"| don't know why Councilman Gear 
chose not to follow our established pro- 
cedure for choosing committee mem- 
bers," said Pennington. "! believed that 
the Advisory Committee's recommenda- 
tion to reappoint Mr. (Junior) Block and 
Mr. (Norman) McLenon was a sound 
one. Mr. Block has given this community 
over two decades of good service, in- 
cluding his many years onthe City Coun- 
cil and his more recent time on the ZBA, 
and he brings a great deal of knowledge 
and experience to the Board. Mr.

Reader Says Put a Stop 
to “Administration Fees" 


To the Editor: 

Recently, the City of Romulus sent 
me a form letter advising me of the need 
for sidewalk repair work in front of my 
home. 

That was no problem; | can live with 
that. Hf it needs fixing, it will be done. 

| was given the option of obtaining 
my own contractor or allowing the City to 
perform the work through a bid-contrac- 
tor. After checking into the cost of hiring 
someone to replace two sections of pave- 
ment, | found that the City quote of $125 
could not be beat. 

What | did have a problem with was 
an additional administration fee—10% of 
the cost of the repair. 

| took the time to drive to City Hall 
and talk to the supervisor in charge of the 
Building Department. This is what! found 
out: It appears that the "administration 
fee" is charged due to the need for send- 
ing building inspectors out to do their job. 

Think about this for a minute: | was 
told that it involves extra work for these 
people to do the job that they were hired 
to do — and are paid to do — in the first 
place. 

It appears that, because of the paper- 
work involved, the typist had just a little 
more work than she normally had in 
doing the job that she is already paid to 
do. 

It appears that, because this paper- 
work had to be sent to me, more mail 
than usual was sent out. (On this one, | 
offered to pay the postage, instead; my 
offer was declined.) 

When | asked where the collected 
administration fees go, the building su- 
pervisor told me that they go to the City's 
general fund. 

Now, picture this, using the same 
"logic" of extra work: You're pulled over 
for speeding (Shame on you) during the 
holiday season. Because more people 
are on the road during that time of the 
year, the police are working alittle harder. 
The officer announces that, in addition to 
the ticket fine and the court cost, there 
will be an administration fee for process- 
ing the paperwork. 

Two hundred-odd years ago, we, the 
people, formed a more perfect union — 
and kicked the British out for using this 
‘same "logic": namely, the need for more 
money for the King's general fund. 

Civil service employees’ pay comes 
from taxpayer dollars. They are on our 
payroll, and we expect them to perform 
the job they were hired to do at a stan- 


dard wage. We expect them to work for 
their pay just as those of us who are 
employed in the private sector do. 

In Romulus, however, it appears that 
whenever a person has to work a bit 
harderthan normal, the City seesitas an 
opportunity to charge an administration 
fee and enrich its general fund. 

There are many fairways that a City 
can generate income: taxation, permit 
fees, auctions of confiscated property, 
etc. But to assess an administration fee 
to cover the cost of an employee doing a 
job that he's already paid to do is 
WRONG! 

| was acivil servant for 20 years; you 
as citizens entrusted me to guard this 
country against a// enemies, foreign or 
domestic. | spent four years recruiting 
the youth within this community to enlist 
in the Navy. Not once did | charge an 
administration fee because | worked 
harder than normal. | was being paid by 
you to do a job — just as they are being 
paid by you to do a job. 

Let's put a stop to the practice of 
cities charging administration fees. They 
are not a private business.

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Interchange Near Airport to 
Create Jobs, Boost Economy 


On Friday, September 16, Governor 
John Engler helped to break ground fora 
new interchange off I-94 at Vining Road 
in Romulus. The interchange will provide 
access to the long-planned Metro World 
Centre, and should help spur major new 
economic development and job creation. 

"This interchange is the key that will 
unlock the door to a wide range of new 
businesses and new jobs in this area,” 
said Engler. "And it is another terrific 
example of how public-private partner- 
ships can get the job done — better, 
faster, and for less money." 

Romulus Mayor Beverly McAnally, 
who also attended the groundbreaking, 
sees the interchange as the first step to 
an even better Romulus: "The realiza- 
tion of this project — which has involved a 
whole lot of work from a whole lot of 
people — should result in an additional 
20,000 to 30,000 jobs in the next 20 
years, as wellas allthe economic growth 
attendant on such a project.” 

The interchange provides an alter- 
nate route to Metro Airport and improves 
access to Romulus. 

The innovative partnership between 
government and private industry to fi- 
nance the $12-million project is the first 
of its kind in the Nation. 

To fund the project, the developers 
and local government are providing $5 
million, while the Federal government is 
spending $7 million.

be used. It is the first time that the Fed- 
eral Highway Administration (FHWA) has 
approved such a project. 

"I'm proud that prestigious develop- 
ers like the Ecclestone Organization and 
Hines Interests are working with the City 
of Romulus to make Metro World Centre 
a reality," said Governor Engler. "Their 
commitment to invest in Michigan and to 
create jobs here is a tremendous boost 
to the local economy." 

Metro World Centre is a 700-acre 
planned community that is expected to 
include, among other structures, an of- 
fice complex, sports facilities, a confer- 
ence center, discount shopping, and resi- 
dential development. 

Under an agreement between the 
State, Federal officials, and the develop- 
ers, engineering and building of the 
Overpass will be overseen by a private 
firm, with strict inspections throughout 
by the appropriate State and Federal 
highway Officials.

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New Composting Law 
- Takes Effect March 28, 1995 


By Chuck Griffiths 

On March 28, 1995, Public Act 
264 of 1990 takes effect, effectively 
barring yardwaste (e.g., grass Clip- 
pings, leaves, garden debris, etc.) from 
landfills. With passage of PA 264 of 
1990, Michigan has taken the bold 
step toward preserving our environ- 
-ment for future generations to enjoy. 

Currently, well over 20% of all 
landfill space in the United States is 
consumed by yardwaste that can eas- 
ily be composted, either at home, in 
the neighborhood cooperative, or on 

_aneven larger scale. Incineration (but 
not burning leaves at home -— that's 
now illegal) and composting are the 
two most popular alternative methods 
of disposal now being discussed for 
this debris. 

By far, composting holds the ad- 
vantage. By composting, we can pre- 
serve our landfill space, delaying the 
need for new landfills, and produce a 
wonderful mulch. With the new legal 
requirements, homeowners will be 
forced to adapt to more "environmen- 
tally friendly" means of yardwaste dis- 
posal. Either by composting at home, 
or in modifying the way we prepare 
such debris for curbside collection, 
we must become conscious of how 


we handle our compostable materials. 


Since the law doesn't take effect 
until Spring, there is still a bit of time to 
get familiar with how these changes 
will affect the average home owner in 
Romulus. lf curbside pickup is the 
answer for you, the yardwaste should 


be placed in either trash cans clearly © 


marked "Compostable Material” or in 
special paper sacks, readily available 
at area hardware and discount stores. 
One big "no-no" is plastic. NEVER 
place compostable materials in plas- 
tic bags. 

The City of Romulus currently con- 
tracts rubbish collection to the private 
firm of Browning-Ferris Industries 
(BFl). BFl operates a state-of-the-art 
composting facility in Washtenaw 
county at its Arbor Hills facility. Unfor- 
tunately, such excellent services come 
at a price. As with any other City- 
provided service, if we the citizens 
can reduce the cost of operations by 
doing what we can at home, the City 
can save scarce tax dollars. 

The preferable response to the 
new law is backyard composting. Far 
from being difficult, starting a home 
compost heap can be easy and fun. 
Compost needs little attention, pro- 
duces no odor (if done correctly —odor 
is a sign of an unhealthy heap), and 

_ takes little space or time to manage 
properly. 

The State of Michigan produces 


the "Mulching and Backyard Compost- 
ing Guide,”"'an easy how-to book avail- 
able from the Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources (MDNR) by calling 
517-373-0540. The booklet describes 
not only composting basics, it also 
provides detailed information on how 
anyone can become a successful 


~ backyard composter. Includedtoo are 


tips on how to reduce yardwaste by 
using inexpensive items like mulching 
mower blades, available for as little as 
$15 — far less expensive than a 
season's supply of lawn bags. 

Composting is also the most eco- 
logically sound method of disposing 
of yard trimmings. Compost has long 
been hailed as a wonderful organic 
fertilizer adding beauty to everything 
from azalea beds to zucchini plants. 
Organically, compost is identical to 
peat moss and can be used in exactly 
the same manner. By starting a com- 
post heap now, one can help the 
environment, save money on both 
fertilizers and refuse collection, and 
produce a much healthier, chemical- 
free garden. 

Mulched leaves make the best 
start for a compost heap. Leaves 
should always be in.about a 4:1 ratio 
to grass clippings. If your heap falls 
below this ratio, sawdust can be 
substituted for leaves at a ratio of 1 
(Sawdust) to 30 (grass). 

Be sure to keep the mound moist 
(but not saturated) and well aerated.A 
pitchfork, used to turn and break up 
the heap once a week, is all that's 
needed for proper aeration (air circu- 
lation). The temperature of your heap 
will range from 110° to 145° Fahren- 
heit in its center anytime of year. This 
temperature is sufficient to kill any 
undesirable bacteria, pesticide resi- 
due, or fertilizer remains. During the 
winter months, the heap will require 
little, if any, attention because no new 
material is being added. 

By using these tips and the follow- 
ing simple rules, we can reduce waste, 
reduce the cost of City services, and 
save money making our own rich soil 
booster. 

Remember these simple rules: 

e Never put food scraps or oils ina 
compost heap. 

e NEVER use plastic bags. 

e Use amulching mower, if possible. 
¢ Acompostheap is aliving ecosys- 
tem requiring both water and air. 

e Like other ecosystems, it needs 
little attention. 

e Never put unchipped wood, twigs, 
or tree limbs in the compost heap. 

e Compost heaps need turned in 
weeks when fresh material is added. 
e REDUCE, REUSE, RECYCLE O

McLenon, too, is a fine candidate. | have 
watched him chair many meetings over 
the years, and he has always handled 
himself with the utmost professionalism.” 


Such qualifications are important in . 


serving on the ZBA because of the 
Board's serious responsibilities, Rasp- 
berry believes. 

"Amongthe ZBA's duties is the inter- 
pretation of the City's code in its applica- 
tion to specific projects, as well as the 
approval or denial of variances from the 
existing code," he stated. "It is important 
to note that only the ZBA can grant such 
variances, and that the Board's decision 
cannot be challenged by the Mayor, City 
Council, or any other local agency. Only 
a court decision can overrule the ZBA's 
authority.” 

lt is precisely because the ZBA's 
ruling carries SO much weight that some 
residents are concerned about how 
Council will appoint two people to fill the 
expired-term seats on the Board. 

"Those of us who believe that the 
City needs to settle with EDS in order to

avoid a lengthy legal battle and exorbi- 
tant legal fees are afraid that at least 
some of the members of City Council 
who have continued to support the fight 
against EDS will try to manipulate the 
selection process in order to block the 
appointment of anyone who might give 
EDS a fair hearing,” said Witzgall. "The 
Advisory Committee has nominated Mr.

Ously mistaking either a Letter to the 
Editor/Local Commentary piece that ap- 
peared in our paper, or something that 
appeared in another paper entirely, for 
something that we have written. 

It's true that we were opposed to the 
request for additional millage to form an 
environmental protection fund; we saw 
no need to pay local taxes for environ- 
mental cleanup when our state and fed- 
eral taxes already address that need. 
But that certainly doesn't mean that we 
would be opposed to all millage propos- 
als! Like most rational people, we judge 
each proposal on its own merits. 

We realize, Mr. Lilly, that someone in 
your position would not be likely to sup- 
port a millage proposal that would raise 
money for Romulus schools by Jowering 
the millage levied on homestead prop- 
erty while increasing that levied on 
nonhomestead property. You don't live 
here or educate your children here; you 
just do business here. Since your con- 
cerns as a businessman will sometimes 
differ from ours as residents, it's not 
surprising that you have found yourself 
onthe opposite side of the fence fromthe 
majority of our city's voters, who sup- 
ported the school's millage proposal — 
and turned down a proposal for a redun- 
dant environmental tax. Maybe it doesn't 
matter to you if the City of Romulus goes 
bankrupt fighting a useless legal battle — 
after all, you won't be the one to suffer 
with bad roads, an understaffed fire and 
police force, and a lack of recreation and 
senior-citizen services — but it matters to 
most of us who live and vote here. 

We at The Romulus News haven't 
"abandoned" the City of Romulus just to 
make a few bucks from Environmental 
Disposal Systems, Inc.'s (EDS’) full-page 
ads (editorials are not for sale); in fact, 
our position onthe deep-well project has 
lost US more advertising revenue than it 
has gained us. 

But just as you have stood up for 
your beliefs by refusing to give in to 
threats, we have stood up for our beliefs 
by refusing to let money —orthe potential 
loss of it — influence us. Believe it or not, 
we also believe in the importance of 
trying to live according to our principles. 
And, just as we support you in your right 
to have your own opinion — even though 
we don't agree with your opinion — we 
believe that we will continue to have 
support from members of the community 
who respect our right to have an opinion 
— even if they don’t agree with it. Be- 
Cause most reasonable people realize 
that even the best of friends sometimes 
disagree, they don't let such differences 
jeopardize the rest of their relationship. 
This free newspaper has done a lot of 
good for Romulus residents and busi- 
nesses over the past seven years, and 
I'm sure that many people — regardless 
of how they feel about the well — won't 
forget that. 

We think it's ironic, to say the least, 
* that you are asking us to stop using your 
family's "personal misfortunes" to further 
our "promotion of the deep-well project." 
If you will recall, Mr. Lilly, it was you who 
contacted us, asking us to write about 


the terrible incident that had occurred; 
you who faxed us a copy of the threat 
letter and a prepared statement con- 
cerning how you discovered it. You are 
the one who opened a "personal misfor- 
tune” to public speculation by speaking 
of the incident at an open meeting of the 
Romulus City Council, calling the news- 
paper andtelevision media, and contact- 
ing politicians fromthe Governorondown. 
It's funny how it only became a "personal 
misfortune” after you found that, while it 
did move us to sympathy for you person- 
ally because of what your family had 
endured, it did not make us more sympa- 
thetic to your cause. 

We find it even more ironic that you 
attack us for— and question us about the 
motives behind — something we wrote in 
your defense! Our statement discourag- 
ing speculation about the seriousness of 
the threat was not an insinuation of any 
kind; rather, itwas an attempt -— in light of 
the many callers who contacted us to 
express their Suspicion that either you or 
another member of RECAP (Romulus 
Environmentalists Care About People) 
might be behind the incident in order to 
rally the community behind you — to get 
the skeptics to give you the benefit of the 
doubt. You see, we believe in "innocent 
unless proven guilty" as much as we do 
"freedom of speech." 

And, speaking of freedom of speech, 
your statement about "one-sided journal- 
ism" is ludicrous, as well. This was nota 
"straight" article; it was an opinion piece 
— and clearly labeled as such. Besides, if 
we were interested in giving only one 
side of the story to the public, would we 
have printed every single one of the 
letters we have received from people 
who disagree with us on this issue? Even 
when they have contained demonstrably 
untrue material (Such as yours does), we 
have printed the letters anyway in the 
hopes that our readers can sift through 
the inaccuracies to find any information 
of real value that might also be present, 
and so make their own judgments. 

But all of this stuff is beside the point, 
as far aS we're concerned. The issue 
behind all of the irrelevancies that have 
been argued about in the past year is not 
whether EDS "bullied its way into the 
City” (even though we believe that they 
approached both the City and the media 
in an open, forthright manner), orwhether 
or not the well should be here at all (that 
could have been an issue four years ago, 
but no one decided to make it one back 
then). Theissue is whether the City should 
continue to fight EDS on this zoning 
question — and thereby leave us open to 
all kinds of lawsuits that could cost tax- 
payers hundreds of thousands of dollars 
— after tacitly approving its location for 
three years. We believe that if there's 
anyone who should be "taken to task" 
here, it sure isn't EDS. 

Your letter and our response are 
neither "right over might" nor "propagan- 
da,” Mr. Lilly; they're just more opinions. 
We've given you a chance to express 


_ yours, and we've expressed ours.
